Roberts Discusses 
Fla. Constitution 
Revision Effects 


The revised Florida - consti- 
tution coming up for a refer- 
endum decision in November 
and important changes, made 
were explained by Rep. Em- 
mett S. Roberts of Palm Beach 
County, at a dinner meeting of 
the Business and Professional 
Women's Club of Belle Glade 
held at Ray's Smokehouse Mon- 
day night. 

Mr. Roberts stated the present 
constitution written and passed 
in 1885 had over 200 errors in 
it and amended over'a 100 times 
is composed of 20 numbered 
articles and one unumbered ar- 
ticles. The proposed revision 
charter he pointed out consísts 
of 14 articles, representing 59 
major changes, will eliminate 
the conflicts and obsolete pro- 
visions, clarify ambiguities, cor- 
rect errors and express the sub- 
ject matter more clearly and 
concisley. 

Touching briefly on the chan- 
ges in the 14 articles, he stated, 
that Article TMT which deals 
with legislative powers and rep- 
resentation has been under con- 
troversy for sometime. Voters 
he said may vote individually 
on the articles-or as a unit, and 
should let their legislators know 
how they feel by voting on Ar- 
ticle III, particularly the re- 


legislature. Y 
Under the new constitution 
the present 38 seat Senate 
would be increased to 45, and 
the house membership would 
increase from 95 to 114. The ar- 
ticle has been under fire for 
some time as not being an equi-

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HORSE OF ANOTHER COLOR 


Everybody uses some\gf the postoffice services to some 
extent. So, inevitably, proposed increases in postal rates be- 
come a hot political issue. That, as al rs-of the news know, 


is certainly the case today. ? 

Then, there is another complication. Many people believe 
that the carrying of letters, newspapers and magazines should 
mot necessarily be on a self-supporting basis, on the grounds 
that this contributes to public enlightenment and knowledge 
and so constitutes an essential contribution to the general wel- 
fare. 

A‘ good case-can be made for that point of view . . so long 
as it is confined to materials of the nature mentioned. But it 
can't be made for another postoffice function . . . parcel post, 
the fourth-class mail.category. It is a horse of another color. 

Parcel post is a comparatively new service, dating from 
the World War 1 era. It is a strictly commercial enterprise, which 
makes no needful contribution to anything resembling public 
enlightenment or knowledge. It is directly and unfairly competi- 
tive with private parcel carriers. And, a5 a general rule, it has 
been operated at a deficit. Over the years, that deficit has totaled 
a huge amount of money. 

Entirely aside from what may be done in the case of other 
postal rates, parcel post should be made to pay its own way... 
which means that charges should cover all costs, the indirect 
as well as the direct. 


WHERE THE MONEY IS 


Old illusions die hard. A conspicuous example is the illusion 
that the rich pay most of the cost of government, 

Af one time there was much truth in this, But that was in 
à vastly different age. 

Some facts presented to a House Committee by a spokesman 

for a group of Rhode Island industries tells the sad tale. The 
individual income tax produces about one-half of all federal 
revenue. The beginning rate is 20 per cent, which applies to 
the lowest taxable income. From there it climbs, ladder-fashion, 
to a top of 91 per cent. 
' An uniformed person might deduce from this that the 20 
percent’ minimum tax a comparatively unimportant revenue 
producer. He couldn't be more wrong . . . for 84 per cent of all 
income tax revenue is produced by that beginning rate. By way 
"of comparison, in a late year the rates above 50 per cent produced 
only about one per cent of total federal revenue. 

The reason for this is simple enough. There just aren't 
enough rich people to pay the tax bills, or even to make a size- 
able dent in them. Government must get its money from where 
the money is . . . and most of it is in the hands of people of small 
and moderate means. It is these people who have the greatest 
stake in efficient and economical government . . . an in measures 
which would get rid of non-essential spending and reduce the 
tax load.

Writing in Parade magazine, Robert P. Goldman tells what 
American medicine is doing to prolong our lives. It's a story of 
tremedous achievement and potential.

They Called Them Dead Rivers 


You all have heard of placid rivers 
meande 


dead rivers, 
Any noi 


surrounding land. 

They just didn't conform to any of the rul 
In fact, they shouldn't have been called rivers, since most of 
them were only two or three miles long. However, when the 
lake was normally high they were anything but dead. They were 
the spillways through which the lake, along its southeastern 
edge, diseharged its surplus waters into the Everglades. In flood 
times they could run like mill races; 

They were also the reason that 
catfish was thought to be inexhaustible. The shallow waters of 
the sawgrass plains were ideal spawning grounds, and the dead 
rivers provided convenient channels by which the fish might 
reach the lake. It is significant that soon after the adjacent 
glades were drained thé supply of fish in the lake began to 
dwindle, 

A graphic description of a typical dead river was written 
many years ago. We will let you guess why the writer explored 
its mysteries. He says: This is one of the rivers which lets so 
much of the lake water run into the Everglades. It is a very 
pretty winding stream in an opening in the woods bordered with 
cypress trees and custard apples, For a wonder it is not choked: 
with hyacinths, although in the marsh at the edge of the lake 
they are-almost thick enough to walk on. At some distance back 
from tie lake the stream is almost blocked by overhanging trees 
as well as water growth which preve gress 
aw prevents further proj by 

However, by threading your way along the elevated bank 
you can penetrate for an additional mile or so. Suddenly you 
emerge into a tiny clearing occupied by a cabin and a small 
garden of mustard and collards and some clumps of bananas. 
Beyond in another clearing is a small patch of sugarcane. The 
retreat is remarkably well hidden, but even more cleverly con- 
cealed is the liquor still somewhat deeper in the woods. 

Two streams, although not called dead rivers, might be 
mentioned in passing. Way up the eastern shore (at J & S Park) 
Chancey Bay opened into the lake. A mile and a quarter below, 
at the Bay's south end, Hole-In-The-Wall, a narrow. and well 
concealed natural ditch, barely navigable for a launch, provided 
a sort of back door entrance. 

The other, widely known as Stuckey’s Ditch, furnished d 
similar back entrance to Pelican Lake, which lay back of 
hokee. Between Canal Point and Pahokee where the 
crosses the highway and near the big tree at "Tiny Diner," 
Linney Stuckey's father, W. L. for many years maintained 
fish camp. 

Preceding him had been another fisherman, Oliver Miller, 
who, by the use of shovels and by “fanning” with boat pro- 
pellers, had somewhat cleared this stream, so it first was known 
as Miller's Ditch. However, Stuckey had still further improved | 
its channel and it was commonly known by his name. 

Pelican Lake's true outlet to Lake Okeechobee was at its 
other end throughfPelican River, the only déad river still sur- 
viving. In riding along the road to Belle Glade, from Pahokee's 
colored school toward the plant of Florida Power and Light, 
one passes over this river's three branches, for it forks, form- 
ing two islands. The western one, comprising 124 acres, has 
been known successively as Pelican Bay Island, then Lindrose, 
then Lewis Island 

Ernest Lindrose, father of "Spider", “still lives here, where 
in bygone days he maintained a catfish camp. The other island 
of 90 acres is named for Nobel Padgett. 

Coming farther south about the north end of Kraemer is- 
land was Whidden's Ditch, which crossed the Belle Glade Road 
one mile north of Dead Man's Curve, at the colored migratory 
labor camp. Lindrose and Axel Jensen, father of Pahokee's post- 
master, had their original camp on this river. Their fish were 
hauled to Ft. Myers by “Wash” Cross, father of Francis and 
“Cricket”, who later had his own camp there. 

Felix Whidden, once candidate for sheriff, later took over 
and had the creek dredged out, and gave it a name, since for- 
merly it had been known simply as Dead River. 

A couple of miles farther down on an east-west stretch of 
Pelican Bay's shore, Forked River started south, then branched

abruptly, T-shaped, right and left. One fork crossed the high- 
way south of Cardwell station, where the old Indian has his 
Earden and chicken farm. Fruit and shade trees there mark the 
location of the old fish camp of Will Marshall and O'Neal, the 
lumber for whose shack, which stood near the roadside until 
recently, had been brought up the river on the freight boat 
Red Rover. 

The old state levee, still visible where it nearly touches the 
highway, had blocked the entrance to this natural watercourse. 
But the forces of natured prevailed. In the hurricane of 1926, 
the levee across Forked River was breached for 800 feet. Re- 
built, the same thing happened in 1928, and contributed to the 
great loss of life in that storm. 

Down at Chosen, nearf^"Stein's Locks", a deep and clear 
stream flowed from the spillway north. Jay and Max Morris 
had a tomato packing house a mile arid«e half up its length, 
which was easily reached by freight boast and barges. Ike Leath- 
erman, brother of the founder of Chosen, also farmed here, 
so it was appropriately known as Leatherman's River. 

Another stream a mile north of the locks was known as 
Whiting Hole. The state's levee skirted a little clearing'in the 
woods, practically ruining the dooryard of a settler secreted 
there. One of the dredge men wrote home: “You would be in- 
terested to see a family living in a little tar paper shack that 
we passed a few days ago. The father of the family said he 
had had fifteen children in eighteen years. The mother is dead, 
and the five youngest children live with the old man who makes 
very good ‘shine so they spy, and now and then does a little 
fishing and 'gator hunting." He will tell you all about his still 
except where it is. He says he drinks a pint and a half of whis- 
key regularly every day. The biggest of the children is a girl 
12 year old. I ask her what grade she was in at school and she 
said "Primer." The poor kids have not had any schooling. She 
couldn't even count money. There is a boy older and one young- 
er than she is, but both are somewhat smaller." 

I imagine they may have been stunted some by being al- 
lowed to drink liquor, chew tobacco and smoke cigarettes, which 
they do when they get a chance. There is a grown boy about 18 
who has been here a couple of times, he is a very nice appearing 
fellow. There are two younger girls about 5 and 7. The whole 
bunch is as dirty and unkept as they can be, and as hard and 
solid as chunks of iron. The oldest girl is house-keeper and cooks

“Wired Hand" of Many Uses . 
That's Story Bakind Infrared Heat Lamps

Heat lamps—hunaieds of thou- 
sands of them—are being used on 
the farm these days in a wide va- 
riety of ways. Infrared Light ‘broods 
poultry and live stock; it warms 
water, dries paint and helps farmers

Infrared radiation is an invisible 
form of radiant energy. Materials 
like soil, animal and plant tissue 
absorb relatively large amounts of 
infrared energy. Ordinary thermom- 
eters are of little use in measuring 
infrared energy, since there is no 
correlation between the reading of 
a thermometer and the temperature 
at which a chick, for example, 
would be comfortable. To quote 
Ohio State University: 

"Most experts agree that when 
brooding poultry or livestock with 
infrared energy, better results are 
obtained if a thermometer is not 
used because it only tends fo con- 
fuse the operator and influence hid 
better judgment. The afümals theme 
selves are the best indicators as to 
whether or not they are comfort- 
able."

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Farmers Reminded 
Of Duties Under 
ASC Program 


Chairman, E. F. Froehlich, of 
the Palm Beach County ASC 
Committee today urged Glades 
farmers to be careful about 
their responsibilities under the 
Acreage Reserve of the Soil 
Bank during the coming crop 
season if they want to get the 
full benefit of that program. 

At present all of the farmers 
participating in the acreage re- 
serve program in the county are 
Glades area farmers, Froehlich 
said. In a reminder to farmers, 
Froehlich pointed out that the 
signer of an acreage reserve 
agreement has undertaken a 
binding comitment to hold his 
reserve tract out of production 
during the 1958 growing sea- 
son. 

With regard to the acreage 

reserve tract (land on the farm 
diverted from allotment crops 
to the reserve), Froehlich cited 
three main requirements as fol- 
lows: 
(1) PLANTING. No crop may 
be planted on the Acreage Re- 
serve before January 1, 1959, 
except that with the approval 
of the state committee certain 
crops may be planted in the fall 
of 1958 for harvest in 1959 or 
lated, where that is the normal 
practice. 

(2) GRAZING, The Acreage 


fore January 1, 1959. 

(3) HARVESTING. No crop 
may be harvested from the Ac-

In The Strict Sense

People who see the Florida 
School for Boys at Marianna 
for the first time are amazed to 
find there are no fences, walls 
guards, and other security mea- 
sures found at.penal institu- 
tions, 

Boys from the age of eleven 
to seventeen are sent there by 
court order to be rehabilitated 
to live the type of life we hape 
they will want to live, Fences, 
walls, and guards are not part 
of that program of rehabilita- 
tion. The escape rate is very 
low at this institution and I feel 
that the main reason for this 
is the responsibility placer’ on 
each student (not inmate) and 
the fact that he is placed on his!

tion. 

The school has equal but sep- 
arate facilities for colored boys. 
A highway separates the two 
sections of the school. The boys 
live in two story buildings cal- 
led cottages. Each cottage hous- 
es about fifty boys. The cottage 
is headed by a Cottage Father 
who plays just that role 
father to the boys-while they 
are away from homé. 

A swimming pool, athletic 
field, and well-equiped gymnas- 
ium offer wholesome recreation 
for the students. This recreation 
is supplemented by television, 
movies, etc. 

The boys go to school on al- 


one day and'go to school the 
next. This routine i$ maintained 
for six days a week giving all 
day Sunday off. The on-the-job- 
training consists of various 
trades . . . printing, brick mak- 
ing, farming, mechanics, arts 
and crafts, etc. This routine 
goes on year-round. 

The length of time that a stu- 
dent remains at the school is 
determined by his progress and 
good behavior. It is possible to 
be reledséd in eight months, but 
the average time is from ten to 


-|twelve months. 


The school has a psycholog- 
ical guidance clinic staffed by 
two psychologists. "Their mis- 
sion is to interview each boy 
and determine the need for and 
to administer further counsel- 
ling. Construction of a new 
building is well underway. 
Plans also include enlarging the 


ternate days. That is to say they 
work at on-the-job-training for 


staff of the clinic. 
Adequate hospital facilities 
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are furnished, but the more ser- 
ious cases are sent to the Jack- 
son Memorial Hospital in Mar- 
ianna. 

Visitors are welcomed on'any 
day. Fridays are reserved for 
all-day visits when the visitor 
may take the student off the 
campus to visit. 

A recent investigation was 
held at the school to determine 
the validity of the charge that 
there was excessive and abusive 
punishment. The only physical 
punishment meted out by the 
school is that of paddling. This 
punishment is certainly suffi- 
cient, but not abusive. Without 
some type of physical punish- 
ment at the school, the instal- 
lation of fences would be a 
must. 

In summary, the Florida 
School for Boys at Marianna is 
one of the finest correctional in- 
stitutions in the South. Methods 
are constantly being improved 
and the ultimate aim cf cor- 
recting the offender is being 
achieved with a progressively 
grcater percentage of success.
